Inti Raymi commenced 610 years ago, and it celebrates the shortest day of 
the year to mark the end of winter and the awakening of the sun god, when 
the days start to get longer. 


Matariki is when a group of seven stars appear. One of the stars in the 
roup gives its name to the celebration. 


Even though Matariki is a new national holiday on the 24" , it actually lasts 
three days. 


Inti Raymi is a reconstruction of what the Inca used to do in the past. It’s a 
huge ceremony that takes place in Cusco. The actors wear traditional 
clothing of many colours. 


A popular way of celebrating it is to meet up with immediate and extended 


family members early in the morning to watch the appearance of the 
Matariki stars. 


In pre-European times it was a time to share the food from the house 


where they stored it from the last year, and it was a time to give thanks to 
the gods for the harvest.

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e Both are celebrations of indigenous cultures of early peoples 

e They both celebrate celestial events, although Inti Raymi celebrates 
the sun and Matariki the stars. They both celebrate new beginnings 
and are both festivals of light. 

e While both celebrations are based on past traditions, they are 
different because Inti Raymi is a more public ceremony with actors 
and a big ceremony, whereas the focus of Matariki seems to be more 
private. Matariki is reflecting, giving thanks and being together as a 
family and not something you buy a ticket for.
